Itallan stratosphere Nylng school, be- 
fore the congress of the Lilienthal 
Aviation Society at Munich recently. 


Licut.-Col, Pezzl, who on May 7 
attained the record altitude of about 
47,000 fect, advises that the super- 
fast stratosphre plane of the future 
must be a monoplane, Instead of the 
biplane type uscd for hls record 
attempts.” 


Control of rudders, he explained, 
must be very.rigid for stratosphere 
planes because cables, such as are 
now used, are’ Hable to show un- 
desirable variations in tength at high 
altitudes, : 3 


Speclal attention must be paid to 
engine lubrication, Oils inust be as 
Indifferent to low temperatures us 
possible. 

RADIAL ENGINE 


A normal radial engine with super- 
charger of high cfficiency was used for 
the record fight, Licut.-Col. Pezzi 
revealed. A ‘pine-wood propeller 
with a 3.30 metre diameter weighing

Having said that much in criticism 
To want to add a word of jtreat ap- 
preciation.

Another type In Hongkony flourishes 
in running, strecyms and clear water, 
The big problem Is that of water, and 
when that can be solved a great many 
New Territorles problems will be 
solved too.

The point I want to emphasize {is 
that the faults Major Reed hag pointed 
out are businses and not agricultural 
ones but he has done a great service 
in making the business people think 
on agricultural problems, and ft Js 
rare that such a gathering of busi- 
ness mien as wo represent to-day do 
think about agricultural problems.

Tokyo, Dec, 14. 


The Premler, Prince Konoyc, in a 
long atatement to Japanese pressmcn, 
called on China to rectify her blunder 
and abandon useless resistance 
ngalnst Japan. He omphasised that 
forelgn Powers would certainly ap- 
preclate Japan's position ox the only 
stabliising Power in East Asin, ° 


Tho Premier declared that Japan 
would not relax her chastisement of 
the anti-Japanese administration and 
that her troops would be constrained 
to take jolnt measures for the mutual 
existence of prosperity with the new 
and proper administration, which 
might come Srito existence, following 
the collapse of the Nanking Gavern- 
ment. 


The Premier expressed his deepest 
sympathy for third Power nationals, 
whose Ilves and property had been 
affected by the hostllitles, . adding 
that the birth of a new China would 
serve the security of foreign Interests 
in the Far East, : 


He declared that the fall of Nan- 
kingk was only the prelude of the 
war and marked the start of real 
ond protracted hostilities ‘against 
China, for which purpose he called 
upon the Japanese to redouble their 
efforts to cope with the situation.—

ONGKONG since its cesslon to 
$he British Crown in 1842 has 
been blessed with o succession of 
coloninl administrators of more than 
; average — ability. Few, however, 
have been more truly versatile in 
thelr attainments than that of tac 
Colony’s fifth Governor—Sh Jonn 
Bowring, He has been described ns 
a singular phenomenon of mullifarl- 
ous accomplishments; for in ndditlon 
to being 2 fat-slghted oMelal of Her 
. Majesty, he was also an advanced 
Uderal, an economist of reputntion, 
a poct of merit, a profound scholar, 
at Iterary genius, and a Unguist of 
remarkable talent. Indeed, df was 
in the Intter Meld = that he showed 
the keenest aptitude, and like Ils 
contemporarles, Gluseppe Mezzofant), 
the Italian Cardinal, and Ethu Buy- 
ritt, the Yankee, blacksmith, was 
credited with possessing on prodistous 
knowledge of over twenty languages 
—t fund. of crudition which he 
utilised for the publication of a 
serles of works on Continental lter- 
ature which won him much acclaim 
In his day, : 


Slr John Bowring was born at 
Exeter, October 17, 1702, and dict 
near his nuttve place on November 
123, 1880. During his long life time, 
he was esteemed ns a savant of tae! 
rst rank, ond curly distinguisacd 
himself by his literary ultainments. 
Indeed, by the time he was thirty- 
‘ive his belletristle reputation was 
firmly established, and his published 
works had already received = tne 
praise of monarchs. The Czar of 
Russin, Alexander [, was so much 
impressed by his translations of 
Russian =poems that he bestowed 
upon him a handsome dlamond riat. 
Likewise, the King of the Nethes- 
‘lands, Frederick William JI, himnscif 
a dilettante In the arts of no mean 
ubility, presented the young English- 
man with a gold medut in token of 
his admiration for an excellent work 
upon Dutch Jiterature. Morevover, 
in emulation of the gencrosity 
of its sovereign, the Dutch uni- 
versity of Gruningen conferred 
upon Bowring the honorary de- 
aree oof LL.D. Such was the 
eminence of the muitifold talents of 
Sir John that he was offered and 


The convenience of the 
new coln wos reluctontly: od- 
mitted, by his opponents who 
represented tho bull of the gentry, 
und. the. ultra-conservative —bour- 
geolsic, but Bowring secured thereby 
new laurels to augment his already 
glamorous reputation.

at that port. His’ four years ut 
Canton—Interspersed by ‘occaslonal 
perlods of sojourn In the Colony and 
at Macuo, were characterised by 
tuch Hterary activity, and we have 
from his prolific: pen oa number of 
poems of his usual excellence. One 
of these fs the famous hymn “In.the 
Cross of Christ I Glory” inspired by 
the rufned facade of the ,Church of 
Sao Paulo In our nelyhbouring -Pors 
tuguese - Colony. Another Js his 
praiseworthy “Sonnet to Macao". de- 
dicated to Portugul's famed poet and 
cavalier, Luis de Camoens. The 
werses are so highly regarded . that 
they find a place in most poetical 
anthologies:

sceepted the editorship of whe 
~ Westminister Review—o post which 
he held for many years. [In addition 
to his well established literary 
abillty,, Bowring was ulso deemed a 
political economist of note, being the 
leading disciple of Jeremy Bentham, 
the founder of the so-called Utilita- 
rian school of political economy. In- 
deed, so highly was he regarded by 
that worthy that he was charged by 
him with the important task of edit- 
ing the great bulk of hlg munuscripts, 
which appearcd in print in 23 
volumes, accompanied by a ‘bio- 
raphy, in 1843, 


OWRING also sat In Parliament 

twice, once from 1235 to 1840 
as the representative for Bolton, and 
the. second time from 1841 to 1849 
as the member for Kilmarnock. On 
both occasions he distinguished him- 
self by. hls opposition to the Govern- 
ment, and mannged to carry through 
in spite of the bitter antagonism of 
the Torles, a bil! providing that the 
gross revenucs of. oll taxcs should 
be pald directly Into the Exchequer 
without having to undergo the suc- 
cessive “miliings’ of government 
departments, Fortunately, this 
principle,’ which, in {ts day was re- 
garded by the Conservatives os the 
acme of radicalism, became the 
basla which Ied to the thorough 
“house-cleaning" and reformation of 
the system of British natlonal nc- 
countancy, Also, whilst he was in 
the House of Commons, he, amongst 
other things, advocated the adoption 
of a decimal curreney for England— 
a scheme which on account of Ite 
odical == thoroughness naturally 
aroused’ tremendous opposition: from 
the Conservatives, even |; although 
Bowrlng’s plans were powerfully 
supported by the Prince Consort. At

PON his return to England In 
1054, he was knighted by the 
Queen, who graciously bestowed 
upon him = the Governorship of 
Hongkong and the highly Important 
diplomatic post of Picnipotentlary 
Extraordinary to China. The jm- 
portance of the mission was moment- 
ous, and naturally the reception. of 
such a high honour to o man of 
Bowring’s temperament, wos such 
that he became Immersed in 
the utmosphere of - self-exaltation, 
The ineluctable result was that his 
Justifable egotism made him very 
unpopular with the people over 
whom he was to rule. His contem- 
poraries have accused him of belng 
a grandiose and vainglorious pedant, 
and It muy be mentioned here that 
there ure passages in his autoblo- 
graphy which seem to amply support 
thelr contention, One of those most 
often quoted contuins these words: 
“To China I went as the representa- 
tive of the Queen, and was accredited 
not to Peking. ntone but to Japan, 
Slam, China and Corea, I belleve to 
Q greater number of belngs (indeed 
no less than a third of the race of 
man) than any individual had ever 
been accredited before,” 


Sir John Bowring arrived in 
Hongkong early in Apfit 1854 to ns+ 
sume the post of the Colony's 
Governor. During his five ‘years’ 
tenure of office from April 13, 1654 
to May 5, 1059, whilst he nce 
complished many things of great 
advantage to the colonial adminis- 
tration which are well recognised In 
our day, he was yet one of the most 
unfortunate of individuals who have 
ever held office here; for oll that-he 
did {or the good of the community 
at large was regarded ot the thme 
Of ita enactment in the most Invidi- 
ous light, and Bowring himself was 
widely unpoptlar na a Governor. and 
Oso mat. Jt lu diMcult for us at 
the present day to comprehend the 
fentiments of the ‘eltlzens of Hong- 
ong in the Altes of the last century, 
and wo ¢an scarcely concelve how s 
colonial Governor ‘should incur the 
lslike of even, w amall section of tha 
Bentnlty, « Nevertheless, such’ way

ginning, With the merchant portion 
of the Colony, especinily, he was 


never a persona grata, largely per- 
haps, as some have hinted, on ace 
count of the fact that hls scholarship 
had made him more cosmopolitan 
than British. His fondness, too, for 
American, German and Continental 
society was at that day regarded 
with more or Iess suspicion on the 
part of the citlzens of our “tight” 
little island; yet necdiess to say re- 
gardiess of what were the opinions 
of his contemporaries his tenure of 
ofice saw the doubling of the 
Colony’s revenue—largely due to his 
cconomical administration and the 
sales of Crown lands—so that the 
colonial treasury. showed un increase 
of £37,778, Morcover, nmongst the 
legislation that he considered judicl~ 
ots wos n recommendation for the 
provision of facilities for student Ine 
terpreters in the .diplomatic service 
—a far-seelng arrangement which {s 
now universally adopted; for as Sir 
John realised, In order to have a 
truly efficient forelgn office, It must 
be. staffed with men who are 
thoroughly acquainted with — the 
language and customs of the people 
to whom they are accredited, 


One of the first things which he 
did during his stay in the Colony was 
the accomplishment of a really re- 
markable uchievement—the opening 
of Sinm to foreign commercial inter- 
course, This he. managed to do, not 
as Admirn} Perry did in the previous 
year by a display of armed force In 
order to open up Japan; but by the 
employment of truly pacific means— 
the pen. It seems that the young 
kings of, Slam_was_a. man ke_Fre- 
derick of Prussta in the extent of his 
literary ambitions, and Bowrlng en- 
joylng as he did a world-wide repu- 
tation as the bellctristic “lion” of his 
duy, naturally became the idol of the 
young Slamese ruler who aspired to 
enjoy the friendship of the man who, 
Itko Voltaire, had won the cstecm 
and confidence of monarchs, Thus 
began a noteworthy correspondence 
between the King and the Governor, 
and as o result a Commercial treaty 
was signed between Great Britain 
and Slam slightly over a year after 
Sir John’s arrival in the Colony— 
Aprit 18, 1854, 


Perhaps the greatest achlevements 
—and Ineldentally those which were 
doomed to misunderstanding In their 
doay—were the sincere attempts for 
the concillation of the Chinese inha- 
bitants of the Colony. Sir John 
realised more so than his contem- 
porarles that In’ order to bulld the 
Honykong of the future much de. 
pended upon securing the good-will 
and co-operation of the Chinese 
community. , Therefore, we find that 
the bulk of his efforts were con- 
ecrned with securing for them many 
of the advantages which are now- 
adays commonplace, and regardcd as 
un mutter of course in colonial Jegis- 
intion; but at thut tlme were carricd 
through with much diMculty and 
opposition on the part of the Engllsh 
“dis-hards" of the Colony who were 
fenrful of the consequences of Sir 
John's over-zealous conciliatory 
policy, Amongst those things ad- 
vocated by him were the recognition 


ns far as humanly possible of Chinese. 


custom and law In legal procedure, 
the establishment. of Chinese ceme- 
teries, nnd the granting to citizens 
of Chinese race the right of practis- 
ing law. ‘However, It must be men- 
tloned that one of the acts of hig 
administration was singularly un. 
fortunate, and directly - brought 
‘about =the second war with 
China, even though the legisin« 
tlon Itsclf ‘was designed for the 
obvious beneft of those Chinese who 
were domiciled in the Colony, This 
was the granting of the rights of 
colonial register, and the use of tho 
British flag to ships of those of the 
Chinese community who were the 
registered owners of land within the 
Nmits of the Colony and who pald 
Into the Colonial Trensury the 
stipulated annual Crown rent. This 
act of legislation was confirmed In 
two ordinances (No. 4 ‘of 1898 and 
No, 8 of 1858). The primary object

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that was urgently required; for at 
thle time, ‘the T'alep'ing rebellion 
was sweeping throughout the Middic 
Kingdom, and the Manchu govern- 
ment,: in order to reassert its 
nuthority, was arresting Chinese 
right and Ieft without stopping to 
enquire whether they were domiciled 
in Hongkong or not. As-n con- 
sequence of the revolutionary move- 
ment, the Colony was thronyed with 
both revolutionaries and supporters 
of the ‘Manchu regime, Normal 
trade with the provinclal capital was 
impossible owing to the fact that 
Chinese Junks were linble to seizure. 
by the Chinese Imperial Government 
under. the excuse that elther the 
vessels themselves were rebel owned 
or else that the crew were cneayen. a 
trensonable acts; consequently, com- 
merce was paralysed, ond Sir John 
in order to restore confidence to the 
Chinese community, authorised the 
passage of. the legislation designed, 
to amend the situation.

HIE tucident, which caused — the 
flare up of hostilitics was that 
of the now famous Arrow, In Oc- 
tober 1855, a well-designed ship of 
foreign lines, but rigged ike the 
typical junk of the Chinn const and 
of a type then known-in the Colony 
ns u lorcha, was registered by its 
Chinese owners under the name Ar- 
row. This vesse) was Intended for 
the purpose of promoting the corry- 
Ing trode between here ond Canton 
and octually made a number of trips, 
in the course of one of which she 
was ralded by the Canton authori- 
tics, and a number of her crew was 
arrested under the pretext that they 
were rebels against the imperial 
authority, In this high-handed offatr 
the British flay was insulted, whether 
intentlonally or not {t fs diMcult to 
say, but the incident was sufficient 
to fan {nto flame the long existing 
tension between the Manchu 
oligarchy and the truculent “bar- 
barians” from the West. Indeed, the 
existence of a “barbarian” colony 80 
near to their provincial city had 
long ‘rankled in the -minds of the 
mandarins of that epoch—more so, 
since the Colony, as they described 
it, was filled with rebels and the 
dregs of the Canton, populace—mean- 
ing those who had fied'from the tur- 
moll of Kwangtung province for the 
more effectual security of Britlsh 
rule. The progress and ultimate re- 
sult of the war is, of course, too well 
known ‘for any comment here, but 
at the time, Sir John Bowring was 
castigated by the citizens of the 
Colony in no unsparing terms, stat- 
Ing that as a result of his policy “the 
dogs .of-war- fhad-been]- let-loose-jn- 
an Immense Province, the casus bellt 
being the lorchn Arrow." 


The remainder of Sir John's tenure 
of office in the Colony was marked 
more or less by a'period of legista-~ 
tive Inactivity; for the greatrr, g 
of his lasting work was accomplished 
during the first three years of his 
administration, Unfortunately, too, 
the gulf between Government House 
and the mercantile community be- 
came wider than ever. The variance 
may have been due to the fact that 
Sir John's polleics were misunder- 
stood, or us we have hinted, accentu- 
ated by his inerdinate opinion of 
“Number One,” or to what may have 
been more in accordance with ac- 
tualitles—he was simply too big o 
man for the Hongkong of hia day, 
For-after uli Is it not sald that "n 
prophet ts not honoured in his own 
country?" . 


It is a pity, however, to record 
that upon his departire from Hong- 
kong there was no ball given in his 
honour, no address was presented to 
him by the citizens of the Colony, 
no delegatlon of the European cora- 
munity presented themselves in the 
drawing-room of Government Howse 
to express thelr personal “regrets at 
his leaving—nono came, morcover, 
fo offer {hanks or appreciation for 
the great work which he had ac- 
lcompllshed for the effulgent future 
‘of Hongkong. Nay, scarcely a single 
notice appeared in the local press 
untess It were to record Jn words of 
mallee and bitter sarcasm: “He {the. 
Governor] hos ‘moved off' at last— 
covered with shame and obloquy— 
writhing, wriggling, and floundering 
in the meshes of disnppointed vanity 
ond vaulting ambition.” Indeed, it 
remained for the Chinese com- 
munity, with typical Oriental cour-~ 
tesy and deference, shyly to walt upon 
the departing Governor and his Iady 
and convey to them what should 
have been the sentiments of every 
eltlzen of Hongkong.

On my trip round the 
New Territories I found 60,000 acres 
being farmed, the major portion be- 
ing rice. Over 200,000 acres are not 
being farmed. The Chinese usc bad 
methods in cultivating, only the 
shallow top layer of the soil having 
been used for the last six or seven 
hundred years. I do not need td 
tell you not to expect maximum re- 
turns per sere under these conditions, 
There jis not a single case where 
deep ploughing has been attempted. 
You cannot plough deep with oxen or 


-with-the-Chinese- plough.—Those-of- 


you who have scen English tillage 
know that it: gocs twice the depth. 
The Chinese ‘have not. even been 
on how to yoke their oxen in 
pairs, 


“The results of food production in 
the New Territories are atrocious. 
I have examined a score of orchards 
and not a tree has been pruned. The 
soll is not cultivated properly nor at 
the right ‘time.

I have seen 
how the feed for the cattle is pro- 
duced on the hillsides, and Jaborious- 
ly -cut between large rocks before It 
is handed to the calf. or cow on a 
silver platter. By. those means It 
costs about $216 a ycar for cach calf, 
which 1s more than enough to feed 
two Chinese families cach year. In 
tho New. Territories you .could make: 
provision to. cut your fecd with o 
mowing machine or tum your cattle 
out to graze. 


I have not mentioned butter and 
cheese, but there may be people here 
who occasionally taste - them. 

I don’t blame you if 
you cannot at-+tho prices you are 
poying. You pay over a million dol- 
lars o- year to Import butter and 
cheese. 


Another word on the 
Chinese method of farming. 
have been taking every ounce of 
vegetable matter from the soll for 
years ond using it as fuel, leaving the 
soil absolutely devoid of humus.

MAID'S PLUCK

It Is 
necessary for him to have a sufMiclency 
of rest and Icisure, but It docs not 
follow that his requirements corres 
pond with those of an English 
prisoner in an English climate. For 
this reason we recommend that (n) 
the standard of discipline be tighten- 
ed, (b) that the system of feeding 
be entirely reorganised, (c) that the 
prisoners where possible should be 
made to carn: thelr keep by perform-

This modern method enables 
police officers who secure a soli- 
tary impression of one finger— 
or only a smudge—at the scene 
of a crime to refer immediately 
to the criminal records of house- 
breakers, burglars and men ¢n- 
gaged on similar crime, because 
the single finger-print system 


was designed for the especial 
benefit of men of those classes. 


It has been proved time and 
again that a burglar always re- 
mains true to his “trade” of 
burglary, and seldom: breaks 
away and becomes a bandit. 


Supt. Harry Battley, Scotland 
Yard's finger-print chief, is the 
originator of this advanced 
scheme and began his “Single 
Finger-print Collection” by tak- 
ing from the Yard's comprehen- 
sive collection of crooks the im- 
pressions of all the ten digits of 
all men recorded in the “break- 
ing and entering’? and kindred 
classes. 


With theso impressions he 
started a series of 10 distinct 
collections, one for cach digit.

The remainder of Sir John's tenure 
of office in the Colony was .marked 
more or less by a perlod of legislu- 
tive inactivity; for the greater part 
of his lasting work was accomplished 
during the first three years of his 
administration. Unfortunately, too, 
the gulf between Government House 
and the mercantile community  be- 
came wider than ever. The variance 
may have been due to the fact that 
Sir John's policies were misunder- 
stood, or as we have hinted, accentu- 
ated by his inordinate opinion of 
“Number One,” or to what may have 
been more in accordance with ac 
tualities—he was simply too big a 
jmuin for the Honskong of his day.

JAPANESE 
COLUMN 
REPULSED 


Four Hour Battle 
In Honan 


Heinbslang, Honan, Dee. 15. 

A Japanese column which succecd- 
ed in crossing the Wel River from 
Lungwangmlao in southern Hopei 
yesterday morning has been repulsed 
following a close-range battle with 
the Chinese forces lasting over four 
hours, a military despatch’ from the 
front states. 

Another grim battle Is reported to 
be In progress wt Kwancheng In 
western Shantung where the Chinese 
ere continuing to check the Japanese 
advance, 

The Japanese are also rushing re~ 
inforcements from Hantan, along the 
Peiping-Hankow Railway zone, in an 
attempt to break the Chinese posi- 
tions at Wuan. The Chinese, it is 
reported, drove back a Japanese de- 
tachment west of Wuan on Monday. 

Feverish military movements are 
going) on ut Anyang where the 
Japanese have brought up 20 addl- 
tional bombers and huge quantities 
of munillons,“bombs and other sup- 
plics. Minor skirmishes ure report- 
ed to have occurred at Paolienssu be- 
tween the Chinese and Japanese 
vanguards.—Central News. 


Encourages 
Churches’ 
War Work 


A letter fo the Catholics of the 
Vicarinte of Hongkong has been ad- 
dressed to them by the Bishop, Mgr. 
Valtorta, in which he commends them 
for thelr work for the wounded and 
for all those who have suffered be- 
cause of the War, and urges them to 
still preater effort. 

Bishop Vultorta points out that all 
over China Cathdlics have formed 
vrgunisations to he'p war victims in 
every possible way, and he says that 
the part taken ‘by those in Hongkong 
has won for them very spccinl com- 
mendation. He mentions particularly 
the preparation of articles for medical 
relief done by several groups of ladies 
and school girls. Work for sufferers 
at this time, the letter states, Is 
part of the Christian’s duty of charity 
and part too of the obliigations of 
pittriotism, which is a duty binding 
in God's law. 

In recommending — still further 
clforts, the Bishop addresses purticu- 
larly the.mora,remote villages where 
he recommends the Catholics to form 
societies which will engage in prayer 
and good works as Jons, as the war 
lasts, and «will give the procecds of 
th: activities to the Chinese Red 
Cross. He wishes too that these 
societies and Catholle Chinese, should 
simmulise themselves by assisting the 
authorities in every possible way dur- 
ing wartime, - 

The letter is written in Chinese and 
is the second on the subject that 
Behop Valtortn has issued since the 
beginning of the war.

Com- 
manding naval officers should insist 
upon ample warning from the Japan- 
ese as to the time and place of mill- 
tary movements, and then to compel 
all Americans to evacuate the danger 
zone before the danger strikes.”

’ Council To-day 


The report of the Harbour Master 
and Director of Alr Services in Hong- 
kong showed o general decrease In 
the amount of shipping using the port 
In 1938. In 10353 the tonninge enters, 
Ing ond clearing the Colony totalled 
43,473,970, while in 1030 the total wag 
41731 ‘016, ao decrease of 2,011,484 
tons. 

Foreign-going shipping entering 
and clearlng showed n net decrease of 
4,027 vessels and 1,423,814 tons, while 
local shipping showed. a decrease of 
€,157 vessels and 319,149 tons, British 
ocean-xolng showed a decrease of 476 
in numbers with a decrease of 667,247 
tons, due to general trade depression, 

Forelgn ocean-going showed a de- 
crease of 438 in numbers with a com: 
varitively small decrease of . 109,058 
tons. This was also put down to 
general trade depression and the 
shipping strike in the United States. 

The river steamer trade had o net 
decrense of 649’ vesscis and 503,038 
tons. British showed a falling off. in 
numbers and tonnage while the 
foreign showed an increase of 508 
ships and 268,521 tons, Two Britlsh 
ships were taken off the run and 
eventually sold out of the Colony, 
while three changed over to the 
Chinese flag and remained on the run, 

The junk trade showed decreases in 
numbers and tonnage for both foreign 
nnd local trade, which must also be 
altributed to the general depression. 
In 1935 Imports totalled 23,168 vessels 
and 1,766,950 tons, and.. exports 
totalled 22,279 junks and 1,797,831 
tons. In 1936, imports dropped to 
18,862 vessels and 1,552,199 tons, 
while exports decreased to 19,537 
boats und 1,619,615 tons, 

On_ December 31, there were 264 
Jaunches and 185 motor bouts em- 
ployed in the harbour, Of these 371 
were Heensed for the conveyance of 
passengers, 28 steam launches and 23 
motorboats belonged to the Colonial 
Government, two steam Taunches be- 
longed to the Imperial Government 
and 20 steam Jaunches and five motor 
boats belonged to the Naval Authori~- 
tics. There were also 19 motorboats 
owned for pleasure and private pur- 
poses. 


PASSENGER TRAFFIC 


The total number of passengers 
who.entered the Colony on. ocean 
going vessels and river stéamers was 
1,869,021, while the departures totall- 
edt 1,917,775. Emigrants leaving 
Hongkong for ports other than in 
China numbered 153,170, but 120,642 
emigrants returned from foreign 
lands.
